The Powrie Vaux Doctor Chair of Deaf 
Studies has been established by the | 
Gallaudet College Board of Directors. 
Appointments to the chair will be re- 
served for resident teacher-scholars 
in the field of deaf education who have 
made significant contributions to the 
field or who show promise of significant 
contributions. 

Appointments will be limited to one 
year and will be announced by the Presi- 
dent on December lst of each year. 
Although one individual may hold the 
chair more than once, there shall be 
no consecutive appointments. 

Specific duties of the resident scholar 
will include one colloquium lecture for 
each semester as well as one seminar 
course. It is expected that the appointee 
will also make contributions to such 
journals as the American Annals of the 
Deaf. 

A committee of Gallaudet alumni, faculty, 
students and administrative representatives 
will make the selection. 


SPEECH EVALUATION FOR DEAF ADULTS 

On February 24 and 25, a Conference on 
Speech Evaluation for Deaf Adults will 
be co-sponsored by the National Associa- 
tion of Hearing and Speech Agencies and 
the Public Services Programs at Gallaudet, 
The conference will concentrate on the 
area of speech evaluation and will de- 
velop. speech profiles to be used as 
guides by deaf adults who wish to improve 
their speaking abilities. In addition, 
the conference will develop guidelines 
for deaf adults in using public address 
systems. Twelve audiologists and speech 
pathologists and four deaf adults witl 
participate in the conference.

E.B. Whitten, executive director of the 
National Rehabilitation Association, will 
be the keynote speaker for the conference 
of the Professional Rehabilitation 
Workers with the Adult Deaf to be held 
April 9-12 in Washington. 

As the keynote speaker at the Monday, 
April 10, session, Whitten will bring 
to the conference his experience and 
background of 24 years with the NRA as 
well as his recent concern with the 
passage of HR 8395, amendments to the 
Rehabilitation Act which deal with the 
rights of deaf persons to services equal 
to those provided for the blind. 

Mr. Whitten is also a member of the 
Executive Committee of the President's 
Committee on the Employment of the Han- 
dicapped and the U.S. Committee of the 
International Society for Rehabilitation 
of the Disabled. In 1968, he received 
a Presidential. Citation for his services 
to handicapped people. 

Special section meetings on Monday and.

worker. The theme of the conference 
will be 'Manpower."'
